Japanese Ha» Decided He Can Pro­ 
duce Them on Land Laid Out 
in O cean’» Bed. 


Mr. Mlklno to 's o yster farm in tho 
Hay o f Ago . o ff th« * co ast o f Japan. 
1» o ne <«f the f« *w successful attempt» 
at the deliberate pro ductio n o f pearls. 
Mlklno to spent s« *v« *ral ^ears in co stly 
experiments befo re he perfect« *d his 
scheme. 
Then he secu red go vernment pat­ 
ents and, acco rding to Po pu lar M« *- 
chantcs, has succeeded In getting his 
“farm” o n a paying baels. 
He first 
makes a bed fo r Ids cro p in the shal 
lo ws o f the l» ay, where th« * larvae o f 
the pearl o yster abo und du ring the 
mo nths o f July and August. 
H« * merely d« *po slts a large nu mber 
o f small sto nes, to which th« * o yster 
spat 
naturally 
attach 
th e m s e lv e s 
Then his diving wo men transplant the 
yo ung o yst« *rs to deeper waters to pro ­ 
tect them fro m the co ld. 
Here they He o n carefully prepared 
beds until in thetr third year they be­ 
co me full gro wn, and have firmly at­ 
tached themselves to the sto nes by 
means o f “necks” which they secrete. 
At this time the diving wo men bring 
the mtdlusks to the surface and they 
undergo an o peratio n. 
A small s**ed 
p« *arl is Intro duced Into the center o f 
the shell. 
Then the o ysters are r«*- 
planted In the bed and left alo ne fo r 
fo ur years. 
When they are again bro ught to the 
surface tt is fo und that the s«»«*d p« *arl 
nucleus has b« « *n co vered with many 
!ny« *rs o f the nacre, a secretio n o f the 
mo llusk, and the large, brilliant trans­ 
lucent pearl o f co mmerce has been 
fo rmed. 
But the pro cess Is no t as simple as 
tt appears 
During the seven years 
that th« * farrimr mu st wait fo r his cro p 
to matu re a lurg« * percentage o f the 
o ysters die 
The o yster beds are 
raided b> such enemies as the o cto pus 
and the starfish. 
Occasio nally 
the 
“red 
cu rrent" 
sweeps o ver them and in a day 
d« 1- 
stro ys the entire crup 
At all times 
the farmer must keep his o yster b«*<i 
free o f “mlruno ,” a seaweed which 
will smo ther the cro p 
Wo men divers trained fro m girl­ 
ho o d to lo ng immersio ns in the sea 
are engaged at 20 cents a day to care 
fo r th« > farm 
In this wo rk they w« *ar 
no thing but a head clo th a white shirt 
and diving go ggles 
At each dive 
they can gather s« *veral o ysters and 
return to the surface. 
A dive o ccupies abo ut o ne minute, 
and a day’s wo rk is fro m fo ur to six 
ho urs 
An expert can readily gather 
600 o ysters a « lay In a depth o f water 
ranging fro m two to six fath« *ms 
To 
keep at the wo rk fo r a day they must 
frequently co me up and warm them ­ 
selves at a fire.
